The 
writer says: 1 know very well that 
a large portion of eur party has en- 
dersed the constitution, bi t that was 
before it was completed. Great 
changes were made. We cannot en- 
dorse it because our enemies oppose 
it. Weare are fresh in politics and 
ignorant of the wiles’ dt oily ‘politi- 
oians, and mgy be deceived.” To the 
question—‘‘Does it cure the evils we 
complain of“ the answer covers 
forty-eight pages. The first paragraph 
says: ‘‘We demanded a lien law, and 
they gave us this: Sec. 15, article 20. 
Mechanics, etc., shall have a lien upon 
the property upon which they have 
bestewed labor, and the legislature 
shall provida by law, etc. This lien 
does not attach to the land. At pres- 
ent we can make a law to suit us, 


under the new we cannot. We de- 


manded a reductien ef hours of labor, 
and get section 17, article 20. Eight 
hours shall constitute a day's work en 
all public work. This dees not apply 
to contracters, and even public men 
can hire men by the hour. We de- 
manded a law to make water public 
property, and got one that says all 
water apprepriated now or hereafter, 
for sale, is subject te contrel of the 
state. That which is only a law new, 
becomes part of the constitution, and 
perpetuates the evil. We demanded a 
limitation of land monopely, and pro- 
posed several plaus to effect the reform. 
The new constitution perpetuates it. 
We demanded that towns and cities 
be restricted from creating debts, but 
when the rings were heard from the 
‘“financiers’’ struck eut all limitations, 
and now a debt can be created equal 
te the value of the property. Above 
all, we demanded action on the Chi- 
nese question, but the censervatives 
came up in ferce and took out all the 
vitality, We then asked for a section 
to make a test case in the supreme 
court, but were refused. It went 
further and mocks atusthus: Asiatic 
coolieism is a form of slavery and is 
forever prohibited in this state. Now, 
reader, observe the trick. There is 
ne reference to Chinese coolieism. The 
reference is to Asiatic coolieism,which 
does not exist here.
